G.S.R- 653. —In exercise of the powers conferred by section 167 of the Cus¬ 
toms Act, 1962 (52 of 1962), read with the proviso to the entry in column 2 
against Item No. 72A(i) of the First Schedule to the Indian Tariff Act, 1934 (32 
of 1934), the Central Board of Excise and Customs hereby makes the following 
amendments in the Project Imports (Registration of Contract) Regulation, 1966, 
published in the Central Board of Excise and Customs Notification Customs 
No. 183, dated the 18th November, 1965, namely:— 

1, These Regulations may be called the Project Imports (Registration of Con¬ 
tract) Amendment Regulations, 1966. 

2. In the Project Imports (Registration of Contract) Regulations, 1965,— 

(i) for clause (4) of regulation 3, the following clause shall be substituted, 
namely:— 

“(4) The application shall be accompanied by the original deed of con¬ 
tract together with a true copy thereof, the Import Trade, Cont ol 
licence for the import of the articles, together with a statement 
describing the articles licenced to be imported duly attested by 
the authority issuing the Import Trade Control licence,’’ 
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(ii) for clause (2) of regulation 5, the following clause shall be substituted, 
namely:— 

“(2) The application shall be accompanied by the original deed of con¬ 
tract relating to the amendments together with a true copy thereof 
and the documents, if any, permitting consequential amendments 
to tie Import Trade Control licence and to the list erf articles refer¬ 
red to in clause (4) of regulation 3, duly attested by the authority 
Issuing the Import Trade Control licence.”
